ie aystem certainly looks attractive, but it 
has serios drawbacks, a few of which 1 
would outline 


1. As it is impossible to tell on casual ap 
pearance what ere has been treated te 
eliminate the scum, all the honey received at 
the depots would have to be treated to som: 
extent and allowed to remain in the tanks 
long enough for the scum to rise (the appli 
cation of centrifugal force for this purpose 
has so far failed). 


2. The uncertainty when the suppliers 
milk cans can be returned. The heatu 
the honey would he most readily accomp! 
while it is in the suppliers’ cans. In some 
vases it would be necessary to adopt this 
course on account of complete or partial 
granulation, This would take time. Та a 
good district, and during a spell of fine 
Wenthor, 20 tons ог more may be received in 
^ duy, to he followed by a spell of bad 
weather when nothing would come in. Con- 
qeatod conditions are therefore apt to occur 
which it is difficult to provide MM. A 
supplier with an average crop of 10 tons 
would require milk cans sufficient to hold five 
tona to be on the safe side. 


3. The waste in labour. Most of the boe 
keepers can, and do, put up their honey in 
good exportable condition, and the only gain 
would be a saving of the grader's time Arc 
we called upon to nurse the department, 

4. Pending the establishment of depota as 
proposed at each port, there would be an 
unjustifiable wastage in freight in shipping or 
railing honey, вау, past Lyttelton to Timaru 

5, The increase in fixed overhead expenses 
would not be justified. A partial or complete 
failure of the crop would render it undesis 
able to keep all the depots going 1 am 
assuming one at each port equipped with 
plant and stafi to handle a good crop 
Our industry cannot, as you say, Sir, be 
inirly compared in every respect with either 
the dairy or fruit industries; but 1 think it 
not improbable that were Mr Allen's factories 
established that a situation would arise similac 
to what now exists in some dairying districts 
In some parts of the Waikato, probably elae 
where, creameries, not butter factories, are 
being closed in favour of return to home 
sepnration. Most beekeepers would, І think, 
prefer the present system. First, because om 
account of the lesser expense the nett returns 
for their hon would be more; second, 
having tins and cases in hand or in sight for 
their whole m there is no ger of ex 
tracting being held up owing to the non 
return of milk cans. 


It requires comparatively little plant or care 
to enable the beekeeper to place a honey on 
the market that will compare quite favourabl 
and be quite undistinguishable from the best 


honey that could be turned ont by the most 
elaborate factory system. The factory system 
would therefore make our competitors’ task 
easier. 

Tt appears to me, Sir, that we should take 
Mr allen seriously, and that for the guidanco 
of shareholders in recording their votes in the 
election of directors, the candidates for the 
directorate should publish their views on the

Sir,.—Mr. Wards remarks on foul brood in 
your February issue appear to me very timely 
Having received my nrst lesson in beck 
at Me Westorooke’s class, L learned to ге 
foul brood as the chief enemy; but 1 
been surprised sometimes, in talking to men 
who consider themselves beekeepers, to dis 
cover their casual attitude to this disease. 
The prevention and cure of foul brood is 
undoubtedly the central problem of becke: 
ing ; but tho literature on the subject—or such 
as I have seen—is scantier and less satis- 
factory than that on any other branch of tho 
industry. Take the question of predisposing 
causes for example. We know that wi 
colonies are more susceptible to infection than 
strong, and blacks than Italians; but can con- 
clusions be carried no further? А beekeeper 
who has suffered pretty severely by the 
disease told me that he considered damp hives 
far more likely to succumb than one with 
sound covers and air circulating freely under 
the bottom boards. Again T read in a book 
by an old English beekeeper that chilled brood 
generally led to foul brood, and that any 
Opening of the hives in unsuitable weather 
veakened the resisting power of the bees to 
disease. One other point. What is the 
earliest symptom of font brood? The common 
identification is the ropy or sticky character 

bstance remaining in the cell If 
there is an earlier indication of the disease 
it is obviously important to know. Tf Mr 
Ward and other exverienced correspondents 
would give us their views on these and similar 
points beginners in commercial beekeeping, 
like myself, wonld be in their debt —I am, 
ete., Cumas.

Tt has recently 
visit the Domimion of New Zealand, m 
during a somewhat limited time, was 
to visit a number of beekcepers, and. en 
quire into the beekeeping industry. 


I travelled from Auckland, in the North 
Island, to Wellington, spending n few days 
amoug the hot springs of Rotorua en route, 
and also had a short time in tho neighbour- 
hood of Christehureh, in the South Island. 


During the whole of trip T 
much struck by tho absence of reos, 
yet New Zealand produces a large qu: 
of honey, so much indeed that she 
to export hundreds of tons. 


s able 
The industry 
is so well organised that there is a ready 
demand from Britain for all she enn pro 


duce at payable prices, 

I think there are more 
keopers in these small islands. of 
Dominion than in the whole Aust 
Commonwealth. From what I have said 
above it is quite clear that New Zenland 
beekeepers do not depend on trees for 
their honey flow, though some of the honey 
comes from Manuka (Ti-tree), Cabbage 
Tree, &e, The honey erop is gate 
principally from clovers. New Zealand 
essentially n dairying country, this 
dustry being carried on ns a perfect 
and is exceedingly prosperous, so much во 
that good dairying Jand runs into high 
figures, over £150 per acre being paid for 
some very favoured spots. — In order 
obtain the best results, white clover 
encouraged and cultivated, if necessary, 
until it gets a stand. 

Comparing New Zealand with many 
parts of New South Wales. I have seen 
n botter show of clover bloom in the latter, 
and yet the bees storing nothing, while 
in the former a much worse showing was 
yielding splendid crops. This is a matter 
of climate. 


The clover bloom lasts from early spring 
till late autumn, and with bright io warm 
weather there is a constant flow. A cool 
or clondy day seems to reduce nectar 
secretion. During my visit—late J 
lo end of February—I experienced п good 
many such days, and could see the weather 
conditions reflected in tho activity of the 
bees, Provided warm, bright weather con 
tinued, this season's crop should be good 
one—six weeks more to go—but, with in- 
different weather, the erop would be below 
the average. 

On questioning beekeepers, T find they 
consider they do very well if they obtain 
ап avernge annual yield of 100 Ibs, per 
colony; some do better, others not ко well. 
Ono apiarist told me his worst yield was 
60 Ibs, per colony. Climatic conditions are. 
more refular with them than with us. Tn 
the Anckland district they considered they

fering from a drought, having been 

rain for two months. On sovernl 
during my stay weather secmed 
for boney secretion—bright, sunny, 
heavy sweltering conditions, under whieh 
it is impossible to feel dry, of sueh doos 
their climate appear fd consist, 

From what I could gather there are 
about 7,000 bekeepers in New Zealand: 
there may be more—not all ave registered, 
The industry is practically controlled by 
the Honey Producers’ Co-operative Asso- 
ciation, which has as members almost all 
of the commercial beekeepers. Lucky bee 
keepers! All thoy have to do is to pro- 
duce, pack in 60 1b, tins in enses, and de- 
liver where required. The HLP.A, does all 
the marketing, pays a large percentage of 
the price on delivery, nnd the balanco 
when it bas been sold. "The whole of the 
honey is graded on delivery by a Govern- 
ment grader, und tho beekeepers nro paid 
according to grade. The grading is so 
successful that speenlators and dealers buy

on the graders’ certificnto without ques- 
tion. 

The requirements in packing are two 
new 6010. tins and strong cases, all enses 
to be strapped, At the present high price 
of material, it costs nbout 1d. per 1b, to 
tin, ease, grade and brand, and pay: freight 
aud cartago charges to the store. All honey 
is received granulated; liquid honey is not 
wanted, but rather a quick granulating 
honey.

In some districts, especially in the Bay of 
Plenty, a jelly-like honey is obtained that is 
almost, if not quite. extractable. When it 
does leave the combs it is in lumps. I saw

“зоте aluminium combs containing some of 


this thick honey, and the extractor turned 
for a long time at a very nigh speed, and 
even then there were many cells of it left 
in the combs, probably quite half, Possibly 
those cells that did extract were mixed with 
clover, I tested some of the cells and found 
the consistency stiff like jelly and requiring 
some pressure to make the instrument used 
enter. This glutinons consistency must not be 
confused with density, for it has not a high 
reading on the hydrometer, it ply thick 
and granulates fairly quickly. 

In another apiary 1 saw the result of trying 
to extract this honey. Mr Luke, who was 
much troubled with’ it, had a great many 
combs he had put through the extractor, and 
it looked as though he had had more 
success in extracting the combs from tho 
frame than honey from the comba, The 
combs came out of the extractor as heavy 
as when they went in. It seemed a shame to 
destroy such beautiful combs. Mr Luke is 
planning to adopt a difforent method next 
year, He papes to harvest the bulk of this 
honey in shallow frames early in the season, 
when the flow is on. He will then cut out. 
the comb and either melt or press the honey 
out, the frames having a quarter inch starter 
of comb left in ready for next season.

in readiness, one for each hive, He expects

ESTABLISHING THE APIARY. 


LIABILITY OF AN OWNER 

"Is there any law prohibiting persons hom 
establishing apiaries within a stated dist»uce 
from a public highway?" was a question 
recently submitted by the Waipa County for 
the opinion of counsel for the New Zealand 
Counties’ Association. 

Mr Martin in his reply stated that the 
Apiaries Acts of 1908 and 1913 were silent 
upon this subject, and he was aware of no 
statutory provision thereon 

The question of liability at common law to 
damages in consequence of stings from bees 
had not been decided by E ! or New Zeu 
land Courts, but in the Irish case of O'Gur 
man v. O'Gorman (1905, 2Ir. R573), it was 
held that the defendant who kept "in an 
unreasonable place" (at the boundary of 
plaintiff's yard), and which were smoked out 
at an unreasonable time, "an unreasonable 
number of bees of a dangerous and mis- 
chievous nature and accustomed to sting man. 
kind and animals," was liable for ре 
injury resulting from the plaintiff being 
thrown off his horse, which plunged on being 
stung by the bees.

The ancients were quite familiar with 
the use of smoke as n help to those ap. 
proaching a hive with burglarious intent, 
but they hid no very clear idea of the 
effect of smoke on the bees. Pliny recom- 
mends ifs use {о drive the bees away and 
to prevent them gorging the honey; others 
uso it us a protection, Ssmo of tha methods 
of smoke introduction were crude, по 
doubt; bibiieal beekeepers, for instance, 
used to light a fire of cowdung (dry, I pre- 
sume), the noxious fumes from which they 
wafted into the hive cotrance. Columella 
I believe, gives a detailed description of 
a smoke engine; but though [ hav: 
bothered all tho librariaus of my acquaint 
ance, explored hook-shoys, pestered studious 
friends, I have not been able to set my 
eyes on a шше сору. Of course, it now. 
becomes plain that all my references to 
Columella are second-hand, to put a low 
estimate on the number of handlings they 
have had. However, T canuot blush, for 
T hold that a quotation, save its oviginal 
be extremely diflieult to obtain is the pro- 
perty of you und of me and-of the man 
outside. In addition to smoke, Vergil 
gives further advice; but this advice is 
bristling with jifficulties for the translator.
